STOCK EXCHANGE MOVING 
TO SEVENTH AND SPRING. 


HE financial center of Los An- 
geles was definitely removed to 
Seventh and Spring streets yes- 

terday afternoon when the members 
of the Stock Exchange voted unan- 
imously to accept the offer of Her- 
bert J. Goudge to erect a nine-story 
building for them on the seventy 
feet of property adjoining the Real- 
ty Board Building on the south, only 
fifty feet from the Union Ol Butld- 
ing, on the northwest corner of 
Spring and Seventh streets. Metcalf 


4 Ryan are the real estate brokers 


who represented both parties in the 
transaction, and it was only after 
five months of negotiations that they 
were able to close the deal. 

Under the terms of agreement, Mr. 
Goudge, who owns a fifty-year lease 
on the property adjoining and lying 
between the Union Ol Bullding and 
the Realty Board Building, will erect 
at once a class A office building of 
not less than nine stories, and with 
a foundation strong enough to ac- 
commodate a total height of thir- 
teen stories. On the ground floor 
to the rear will be the Stock Ex- 
change quarters, which will be fitted 
with the most modern and elaborate 
fixtures known to such institutions. 
he front 
on the ground floor also, which it is 
understood will be occupied by 
prominent financial houses now lo- 
cated on Fourth street. 

The remainder of the floors will 
be fitted out for offices, and it is the 
aim of the agents for the builder 
to have the rooms occu only by 


stock and bond brokers. The ex- 
terior of the building will be fin- 
ished in te cotta, and the in- 


terior in marble, tile and hardwoods. 
An effort will be made to have the 
entire edifice building give the same 
massive appearance that stock ex- 
change buildings in the large east- 
ern cities do, and the structure will 
carry the name of the Los es 
Stock Exchange Building. 

According to Frank Ryan of Met- 
calf & Ryan, the fifty feet be- 
tween the new building to be erect- 
ed by Mr. Goudge for the Stock Ex- 
change and the Union Ol Building 
will be utilized for a two-story build- 
ing, which will be occupied in its 
entirety by a bank, now located sev- 
eral blocks to the north of this site.

Misdemeanor to Steal Them 

Four Years Ago; Now it’s 

Grand Larceny.

Four years ago it would 
have only been a misdemeanor 
to have stolen forty-four sacks 
of beans.

Fifty-thousand-dollar Bronze Figure 
to Stand at “Bivouac” Recom- 


mended by 


Committee. 


T A meeting of the members 
of the Harrison Gray Otis 
Memorial Association, held 

yesterday, the committee named 
some time ago to recommend a suit- 
able form of memorial to the late 
soldier, editor and citizen, submitted 
its report in the form of a recom- 
mendation that a bronze statue to 
cost in the neighborhood of $50,000 
would best express the purposes of 
the association. The committee, 
composed of H. E. Huntington, Dr. 
Walter Lindley and Henry O’Mel- 
veny, expressed the belief that a 


| memorial of less importance would 


not be of a form and character suit- 
able to commemorate such a type 
of citizenship as Gen. Otis rep- 
resented in the community. The 
recommendation was adopted unani- 
mously. 

In order to attract the best sculp- 
tors in the country and secure their 
in establishing the proposed 
memorial, the association has de- 
to immediately invite com- 
petitive designs for the statue of 
Gen. Otis. It has no definite idea 
in mind, and believes that the best 
that is to be had in sculptor’s art 
will be brought out by giving every- 
one an opportunity to create the 
figure, which is to stand as a per- 
manent symbol of the respect and 
esteem in which the late editor and 
publisher of The Times was held by 
his fellow-citizens. 

The association is of the belief 
that the statue should be larger than 
life-size that it should be 
erected on the beautiful grounds at 
the Bivouac, where Gen, Otis long 
resided. The length of time required 
to accomplish the purpose of the 
association can: ot be determined un- 
til compétitive designs have been 
submitted and the contract has been 
let. It is believed that the statue 
will not be erected sooner than 
eighteen months from this date, and 
perhaps not so ly as that.

by the local boards. Many men that 
have been certified to the Federal 
board by the local board have filed 
Claims for exemption on either in- 
dustrial or dependent grounds.
